1. The DCI has approved subjects entry into the United 
States for permanent residence under the provisions of Section 8 
of the CIA Act of 1949/ and has recommended that the Attorney 
General and the Commissioner of Immigration and Naturalization 
approve his case. It is expected that, barring unforseen circum- 
stances, the above approvals will be received by the Agency 
during the first week in January. 

2. There is enclosed two copies of an affidavit to be 
signed by subject prior to his departure from abroad. These 
affidavits should be witnessed by a case officer, who should 

sign his name in the appropriate place. One copy of the affidavit 
should be returned to this office and one copy maintained in your 
files. It is not necessary that the affidavit be received in this 
office prior to subjects movement to the United States. Your 
assurance that he has signed will be sufficient to make arrange- 
ments for his movement once the approval has been granted by the 
Attorney General and the Commissioner, Immigration and Naturali- 
zatipn. If the form of this affidavit is not suitable, please 
contact this office in order that another may be drawn up to 
suit the subject's case. 

3« Your office should maintain close contact with this office 
in order that subject's entry into the United States may be effected 
in the most secure manner and with the least amount of difficulty.

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I, , being first duly 

sworn, do depose and say: 

1* I have been informed that the Government of the United States 
of America is giving consideration to my entry into the United States of 
America for permanent residence, and I hereby declare that if such status 
Is granted to me: 

(a) I will not discuss with anyone the circumstances surrounding 
my having been granted permanent residence status except appropriate 
officials of the United States Government. 

(b) It is ray intention in good fa*th to reside permanently in 
the United States and to become a citizen thereof, subject to my 
eligibility under the applicable laws and regulations. 

(c) I will support and defend the Constitution and Laws of the 
United States against all enemies, foreign and domestic, and will 
bear true faith to the same. 

(d) I will do everything possible to further the intelligence 
mission and National security of the United States, and will conform 
to such standards of conduct as are beneficial to the Government of 
the United States in the furtherance of its intelligence mission and 
the National security thereof, and in my conduct will conform to such 
guidance and direction as may be given to me by appropriate officials 
or employees of the Government of the United States. I will never 
divulge, publish nor reveal either by word, conduct or by any other 
means, information and intelligence of which I have been or may be 
the recipient which concerns the present and future security of the 
United States and which belongs to the United States. 

;e) I will not advocate, teach, or be a member of, or become 
affiliated with any organization which advocates or teaches opjxjsition 
to all organized government; I will not become a member of or become 
affiliated with the Communist Party of the United States, any other 
totalitarian party of the United States, the Communist Political 
Association, the Conmunist or other totalitarian party of any state 
of the United States, of any foreign state, or of any political or 
geographical subdivision of any foreign state, or of any section, 
subsidiary, branch, affiliate, or subdivision of any such association 
or party, or the direct predecessors or successors of any such 
association or Party; I will not advocate the economic, International, 
and governmental doctrlnos of world communism, or the economic and 
governmental doctrines of any other form of totalitarianism; Twill 
not become affiliated with any organization which advocates such 
doctrines of world communism or doctrines of any other form of 
totalitarianism. 
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2 0 I hereby recognize that the status of permanent residence in 
the United states Is a status of a conditional nature t and that ny 
failure to abide by and uphold the laws and the Constitution of the 
United state 8, as well as the provisions of this affidavit, may result in 
vy deportation from the United States if required in the best interests 
Of the United States* 

3* I take this obligation freely, without any mental reservation 
or purpose of evasion*
